In compliance with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. § 1.56 and in 
accordance with the practice under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97 and 1.98, the Examiner's attention is 
directed to the remarks listed below. A Second Information Disclosure Statement was filed 
on June 15, 2004 citing Korean Patent Document KR-A-2000-0035423 and Japanese Laid- 
Open Patent Application No. 2000-152148 ("JP '148"). Additional copies of each 
document, together with a partial translation of the latter document are enclosed. 



REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully submits that Japanese Laid-Open Patent Application No. 
2000-152148 discloses, e.g., (a) generating authentication information based on appended 
digital information, and embedding the authentication information in digital information as 
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a digital watermark according to predetermined rules, (b) extracting authentication 
information from digital information where the authentication information is embedded as 
a digital watermark, and (c) the embedding of a digital signature in the image data so that 
the digital signature can completely be removed from the image data (for example, 
paragraphs from [0091] to [0093] which disclose, e.g., that "information is embedded in 
plurality of predetermined places in the compressed image data according to the 
predetermined rule" (paragraph [0093]).
